Kummers. 
Uc came to Massachusetts 


in 1191 to take back bis sister (Annie 
Stiles), who wa» here on a visit with 
her baby. " Came to Lynn and worked 
for J. G. Rent»n for seven or eight 
years; was once arrested far assault 
and given four mouths in the house of 
correction at Salem. Later worked f or 
J. G. Brewn of Lynn, heel manufac- 
turer, and after a year went back to 
Rentoa's at his request, and worked for 
him for about feur mouths. 


First saw George E. Bailey about 


July 20, 1899, being at that time idle, 
owing to a strike ia the shoe factory. 
Went to the Breakheart Hill farm and 
worked for Bailey a month, and was 
paid off, Bailey asking him to stay 
longer. 
Went to work for Renton 


again, but iu the spring of 1900 Bailey 
came after him, and wanted him to go 
into partnership, Avhich he did. 
He 


never had a ward with Bailey but once, 
and that was in July, over weeding 
the peas. 
Bailey always seemed cruel 


to the horses and cows and witness 
spoke to him about it occasionally. He 
knew Susie Young was living on the 
farm as though she were married to 
Bailey.

Best testified that on Monday. Oct. 


8, he did his usual work in addition to 
getting dinner and supper, as "Miss 
Young had gone away. 
He had been 


down to a neighbor's, Mr. Griffin's, to 
find out how much potatoes were worth, 
aud had a number of drinks of cider. 
On returning to the farm he saw Bailey 
and exchanged greetings. 
Best said 


he started the fire, let the cows into the 
barn und got supper ready. 
By that 


time Bailey had pitched off a load cf 
hay. 
He asked witness if he would 


like a drink,, and between them they 
had a small portion of home made cher- 
ry runs. 
After supper Best said he 


went out to milk the cows and put the 
milk to cool, Bailey in the meantime do- 
ing something around tho house. On 
returning to the house, Best said he 
washed the dishes, while Bailey fixed 
a bolt on the wagon, in which work 
Best later helped him. 
Soon after he 


harnessed tip, got two or three cans of 
milk from the well, put them in the 
wagon and drdve away. He stopped at 
the gate and came back for a match to 
light his pipe. Best said this was the 
last time ho ever saw Bailey. 


Best said lie did not know if Bailey 


returned. 
He finished the dishes, fed ' 


the cattle, had a drink of rum, and went 
to bed, waking up between 6 and 7 
o'clock next morning. He did his usual 
work, and after, milking he returned to 
the house, expecting to find breakfast 
ready. 
The hours was closed and he 


could not find Bailey anywhere. Best 
said he got his own breakfast and did 
the morning chores as usual. 
After- 


wards he raked over the fire in n lot 
of rubbish,that had been cleaned up 
from the barn, cellar and from other 
places and which had accumulated dur- 
ing the previous two weeks. This fire, 
Best said, Bailey had starled on Mon- 
day afternoon, and it had smouldered 
throughout the Might. 


Afterwards Best said he hitched up 


and went over to Mitchell's and asked 
the woman there if she had seen any- 
thing of Bailey. 
She said no, and so 


Best drove to Winfltld Howe's, but he 
was not in, and Mrs. Rowe said he had 
gone to Peabody. 
Best drove back to 


the farm and milked that night, as usu- 
al, but did not deliver Deary's milk, as 
he was not acquainted in the neighbor- 
hood. 
On the next day, Wednesday, 


Best said he did the chores, as usual, ami 
then drove over to WinSeld Rowe's, on- 
ly to find that he was away.

MILK WAR IN SIGHT 


New England Producers Fail to Acre* 


With the Contractors 


Poston, March 27.— As a result of 


a meeting held here yesterday between 
the milk contractors and the director* 
of the Now England Milk Producers' 
union, President Ward of the 
union 


stated last night that it is probable 
there will be a milk war, as all milk 
deliveries to Boston have been ordered 
off until a satisfactory arrangement is 
made with the contractors. Mr. Ward 
further stated that it is likely the de- 
liveries will stop at once. 


One of the most important meeting* 


of the farmers of New England, to 
take action on the milk question, waa 
held during the day, there being about 
BOO milk producers from all sections of 
Xew England in attendance. The dole- 
gates voted as a unit to accept nothing 
but straight prices of 32 cents acan, and 
no surplus. This meeting was followed 
by one between the milk contractors 
and the directors of the New England 
Milk Producers' union, but no decision 
"was reached oo the question of thte 
price of milk for the six month* be- 
tween April 1 and Oct. 1. 
* 


While the milk producers voted to 


accept 32 cents and no surplus, de1- 
livered in Boston, the contractors voted 
not to give over 30 cents a can of 8% 
quarts, and further desired a varying 
price from month to month, according 
to the amount of milk placed on the 
market. 
If there should be a great 


supply during any month, the contrac- 
tors want to pay a lower price during 
that month. 
After a long discussion 


it was found that no satisfactory de- 
cision -could be reached, and the meet- 
ing adjourned, after which the farrneri 
returned to their homes.

ACCKPr WITH THANKS 


The Cuban question still hangs. Lieu- 


tenant-General Miles is just back from 
the island where be went on military 
inspection duty, at the same time carry 
ing the gooci wishes of President Mc- 
Kiniey to the Cubans. The general re- 
turns confident that the requests of the 
United States will, In the main, be 
granted by Cuba. He found the Cuban 
leaders somewhat distrustful, but after 
talking with them discovered they woie 
reachable by reason and controlled by 
good sense. However, the reports from 
Cuba are conflicting as readers of the 
Transcript are aware but the promise 
is good. The great newspapers of the 
.United states are agreed that Cuba will 
do well to accept the conditions pre- 
scribed by congress. The New York Sun 
is strongly, of this opinion and yester- 
day the New York Herald, arobably the 
most' independent and mo&t influential 
jurnal ia America, had this to say: 


"The United States intcrferred with 


the rule of Spain tor good and sufficient 
reason. Our purpose wag not wholly 
philanthropic, thouth that coloring was 
given to the \\ar of Cuban emancioa- 
tion. We were in a strong sense moved 
bJl the desire to protect 
ourselves 


' against possible embarrassment and 


entanglement, but in doing so we per- 
formed for the Cubans a service which 
calls for appreciation, if not grati- 
tude. They became free from a gallinar 
yoke and suddenly came Into possession 
of commercial and political opportuni- 
ties which it properly used win insure 
the prosperity of the whole people. That 
fact must not *oe lest sight of at the 
prtflfnt crisis, 


"And in our present 'attitude we are 


itill celfUh, because there are dangers 
In the pathway of Cuban self-govern- 
ment Which must be avoided. We do 
not wiab to be involved In controversy 


foreign powers on account of the 


unwisdom or inexperience or ambitions 
of certain Cuban politicians who do not 
count the cost of their action. Butatthe 
same time it must not be forogtten that 
in protecting ourselves we also protect 
Cuba. While she is on the threshold of 
her new career sHe needs the guidance 
of the older republic and to repudiate 
that guidance in the fatuous con- 
sciousness of strength which is as yet 
untried is bad policy, bad politics and 
bad statesmanshio. 


"Cuba is practically an undeveloped 


country. It has resources which canuot 
be utilized without help from outside. 
It needs caoital to an indefinite amount 
and it needs the enterprise which capital 
fosters and inspires. But capital and en 
tcrprise are cautious, and do not ven- 
ture where commercial uncertainty ore- 
vails. They demand permanency in gov- 
ernment before they can do their best 
work. 


"Under present circumstances, there- 


fore, and without the guarr^tee which 
the United States will gla^y afford both 
capital and enterprise will keep aloof. 
If Cuba must tax itself to the utmost 
to sui)jx>rt an army and to acquire a 
navy and if is has a population con- 
cerning which nothing can be predicted 
because of sixty-six per cent of its to- 
tal are illiterate and naturally tend to 
revolution, it is hardly in a position to 
assure for itself anything like stability. 
But if for a time, or until the govern- 
ment become firmly planted, it can feel 
that the United States is at its back it 
has little or nothing to fear from the 
future. 


"On every account and for every rea- 


son the Cuban conventfcfh should accept 
the good offices of this goverment— 
should do so eagerly and with fervent 
thanksgiving. Cuba has nothing to lose 
and everything to gain by that accept- 
ance."

The anvil that rings to the sturdy 


blacksmith's sledge may weigh 200, 300, 
400 pounds, but there are anvils whose 
weight is counted in ounces-. These are 
used by jewelers, silversmiths and vari- 
ous other workers. 


Counting shapes, sizes, styles of finish, 


and sn on, these little anvils are made in, 
scores of varieties, ranging in weight 
from 15 ounces up to a nnraber of 
pounds each. Some of thesc.little anvils, 
weighing perhaps two pounds, are shaped 
precisely like the big anvils. Others have 
shapes adapted to their special uses. 


All the little anvils are cf the finest 


steel. They are all trimly finished, often 
nickel plateil, and those surfaces that 
are brought into use are finished with 
what is called a mirror polish, tbe ear- 
face being made as smooth as glass. 


These little anvils are made up to five 


pounds and some of them up to ten 
pounds in weight. They are made some 
in the United States and some in Germa- 
ny.—New York Sun.

When a patient is not confined to the 


bed, 
it may be well in a case at throat 


trouble to use cloths wrung Trom hot 
water, but under no consideration is it 
safe to use water about a patient in bed, 
notwithstanding the belief of many in 
the efficacy of hot water as a cure all, 
writes a woman who knows, in Good 
Housekeeping. 


It is heat, not moisture, that quiets 


pain. Wet cloths retain heat only a briel 
time, but they do something else. They 
dampen the bedding and the patient'* 
clothing, to bis great danger. Often the 
dampening produces serious cramps, 
causing excruciating suffering, and those 
in attendance, thinking the cramps are a 
part of the illness, keep up the wet doth 
treatment instead of hastening to change 
the wet clothing for diy. There have been 
cases where death soon followed such 
treatment. 


Nothing proves better than a good dry 


heat to quiet pain. Hot water bag* and 
bottles are excellent if perfectly tight. 
Hot sand bags also are good to place be- 
side the body and limbs. A relay of hot 
plates wrapped in woolen cloth will do 
wonders in gifing relief to a patient. 


In any case of serious bowel trouble it 


Is well to follow up with relays of hot 
plates, light weight earthen, or better 
still, because of their lightness, are the 
tin plates such as are used by bakers, be- 
ing always careful they are as hot as cau 
be boroe aud uot too Lot And tvTapp«.>I in 
cloth.

Another great help in the sick- 
room is found in the use of wool cloths 
smaller than blankets. These are made 
by cutting one or more thick wool blank- 
ets into four or six pieces each. Do not 
flinch at cutting up a blanket. Consider 
that the object is to get the sick one re- 
stored to health. The price of a pair of 
blankets would go but a little way on a 
doctor's bill, and these wool squares will 
last for years for im in the sickroom. 
They can be cleansed and put away from 
moths between whiles.

desired, being heated often enough to 
keep up the necessary warmth. /This 
gives much comfort and induces sleep.

They desire the location wluch 
Mr, Noel had six years ago in Charity- 
ville when he had a license and If 
granted a license will have their saloon 
there. They conversed with the board 
in regard to the matter, but were 
neither 
encouraged 
or discouraged. 


Chairman Sanford when asked yester- 
day if the price recommended by the 
town would be asked replied that the 
board would follow the Instructions of 
the town so far as it was able. It is 
said that several applications will be 
made bjj men from the station. 


The board did not consider the matter 


of appointing a road superintendent yes 
terday, but in reply to q. question stated 
that It would request Dr. John Bascom 
to serve.

The London Dally Chronicle, profess- 


ing to be able to give an outline of the 
negotiations between Lord Kitchener 
and Genera] Botha, says: 


"The chief obstacle to a settlement 


was Lord Kitchener's refusal to grunt 
complete amnesty to the leaders of the 
rebels in Cape Colony. He offered self 
government on the lines of Jamaica 
immediately upon the cessation of hos- 
tilities, with legislative bodies partly 
elected by the burghers. 


"The government agreed to provide 


£1,000,000 ($5.000.000) to compensate 
the Boers for property destroyed and 
articles commandeered by the Boers 
on commando, provided the signatures 
of the officers wbo commandeered the 
goods were forthcoming. He also of- 
fered to grant loans on easy terms'for 
rebuilding and restocking farmsteads. 


"Moreover, he agreed that children 


should be instructed in English or 
Dutch, at the discretion of their par- 
ents. The government undertook to 
make no claim on church property or 
funds or upon hospitals or hospital 
funds or upon private investments. 


"No burgher of either state was to 


be allowed to possess a rifle except by 
special license. 


"General Botha was generally in fa- 


vor of these conditions, but lie dis- 
sented strongly to a proposal to give 
the full privilege of citizenship to prop- 
erly domiciled and registered blacks. 
He was also greatly concerned about 
the position Hebrew capitalists would 
occupy In the country and was told 
that Hebrews and Christians would 
enjoy equal rights, no distinction being 
made in the matter of concessions." 


The parliamentary papers on the sub- 


ject are still delayed. 


A correspondent of The Times who 


Is near Bioemfontein gives a report 
that General De Wet, General Botha 
and two other Boer commanders, ad- 
dressing a large force of burghers at 
Senekal last Sunday, said they were 
still well able to continue the war, 
but were ready to accept annexation 
on condition that the British would 
guarantee joint education in Dutch 
and English, liberty to retain sporting 
rifles on license, indemnity to the 
amount of £3,000,000 for burned farms, 
no franchise for natives and amnesty 
for all belligerents still in the field. - 


The New York Times, commenting 


upon General Botha's rejection of 
England's offer, says: 


The official announcement by Mr. 


Chamberlain that the conference with 
General Botha of Lord Kitchener had 
ended in a rejection by the Boer leader 
of the British general's terms of peace 
has evidently produced a profound sen- 
sation in England. The most Irration- 
al manifestations of this sensation 
have been made by those organs of 
public opinion which profess shame 
that it should have been Great Britain 
which, as they express it, "sued for, 
peace." That is a very wrong way of 
putting it. The United Kingdom counts 
something between 40,000,000 and 45,- 
000,000 of people. 
The British em- 


pire, which has been largely drawn 
upon for its own extension by means 
of a South African war, counts some- 
thing like a quarter of the population 
of the planet. Whatever tiio geograph- 
ical difficulties may have been of the 
subjugation of less than half a million 
of remote farmers and herdsmen, as 
soon as this vastly preponderant pow- 
er has gained a respectable measure 
of military success over the distant 
and belateo republics, it was the dic- 
tate, not merely of magnanimity, but 
of humanity and decency, for it to 
bold out to them its Imperial olive 
branch. That any Briton should take 
such an offer for a confession of weak- 
ness is only another proof how his 
nerves have beep shaken by the unex- 
pected obstinacy of the Boer resist- 
ance. 


Whatever happens, Great Britain 


will have no occasion to reproach her- 
eelf for her generous efforts to put a 
stop to such a war. But of how far the 
hatred of the British for the Dutch in 
South Africa has gone we have anoth- 
er instance in the extraordinary pro- 
posal reported to tu.ve been made by 
General Ian Hamilton. It Is the more 
extraordinary berause Its author was 
himself a soldier in South Africa and 
a brave one. Yet he proposes, as the 
cable reports him, that the Boers cap- 
tured in arms shall be sent to Canada 
to do forced labor on the railroads. 


It would be more gratifying to have 


such a proposition as this made by 
come Briton who had never smelled 
powder In South Africa or elsewhere. 
The proposal shows that General Ian 
Hamilton, whatever be may be as a 
toldler, is not much of a statesman. 
It also shows how much the war has 
"got on the nerves" of'the British peo- 
ple in general. For this Is a proposal 
Io establish n now Ireland fn Sonth 
Africa, and that is a consummation 
which every Englishman with the 
least pretension to the character of a 
statesman raust be particularly anx- 
ious to avoid. We Lave no Idea that 
Lord Kitchener's proposal to General 
Botha was conceived in any such spir- 
it. The precise terms which be was 
authorized to propose and which Gen- 
eral Botha felt bound to reject Lave 
been laid oa the table of the house of 
commons. The publication of them will 
be awaited irlth treat Interest.

Reports From Consuls on the 


State of Commerce. 


WHIT THE BOXEB WAS COST U3. 


Inmenie Shrinkage Im Order* Vot 


American Good^-Loia to th« Cotton 
TruUe—LMiber 
BtutnaM 
Almost 


Annihilated. 


The department of state has re- 


ceived from China two interesting re- 
ports, oue from United States Consul 
Fowler at Chefu on the effect of the 
Boxer trouble on United States trade, 
and one from Consul Ragsdale in "re- 
gard to the export- trade from Tien- 
tsin. Consul Fowler says: 


"The uprising in north China broke 


out, as is well known, in the month, of 
June, 1900; the press of the eotira 
world has since that time been full 
of accounts of the events that tran- 
spired in this section. 
They nave 


treated nearly every phase of this sub- 
ject, and, while we know how our 
countrymen suffered in north China, I 
have not seen any statistics published 
showing the loss involved to merchants 
In the United States. To show this 
fairly, it will he necessary to adhere 
to the Chinese values, where given, 
instead of the gold values, which are 
not the same for the periods under 
review, and I am compelled to include 
the months of April and May (which 
were unusually prosperous), as the re- 
turns are published by quarters and 
do not show the trade by months." 


Statistics are given showing the 


enormous increase in importation of 
American drills, jeans, sheetings, flour 
and kerosene, prior to the 1st of July. 
The consul remarks that after June 15 
the imports ceased, commercial trans- 
actions being: absolutely nil. He re- 
ports the following decrease at Chefn 
for the next quarter, ended Sept, 30, 
1900: 
Drills, decreased 43,096 pieces; 


jeans, 2,580 pieces; sheetings, 112,015 
pieces; flour, 139,050 taels, and kero- 
sene, 852,100 gallons. The report says: 


"Of course all other lines fell oft like- 


wise, and yet Ghefu and the interior 
saw no armed hordes, no military 
movements and, as compared with the 
immediate northern ports, was peace- 
ful. As a matter of fact, Chefu was the 
base for communication with the allies 
and the world, while Shangtung was 
comparatively quiet, owing entirely to 
the friendly stand taken by the gov- 
ernor, Yuan Shi Kai. Yet there were 
more riots and tumuit in my district 
than ever were known before, and the 
various American mission losses will 
probably total §150,000 gold. 


"The effects of the Boxer movement 


were felt much earlier and more seri- 
ously in Tlen-tsin than in Chefu. Dar- 
ing the month of June Tien-tsin was 
practically closed to tha world, yet it 
Is odd to notice that oil showed a gain, 
and especially when it is known that 
the Boxers boycotted that commodity 
first of all things foreign. I know of 
ships loaded with Oregon lumber that 
reached Taku and were unable to land 
their cargoes, thus entailing an enor- 
mous loss upon the American lumber 
trade. One American firm paid through 
this office over $5,000 gold on demur- 
rages alone on this account, besides 
losing the sale of the lumber destined 
for Tien-tsin. 


"This is almost annihilation and at 


•what is usually the busiest time of the 
year for our trade. The combined de- 
crease at the three ports of Chefu, 
Tien-tsin and Newehwang during the 
quarter ended Sept. 30, 1900, was as 
follows: Drills decreased 350,583 pieces, 
jeans 19,590 pi****, eheetings 757,690 
pieces, flour 139,050 taels and kero- 
sene oil 2,053,100 gallons. 


"This gives a good idea of what a 


mob in China can do in the way of in- 
terfering with trade. 
The greatest 


loss is, of course, in cotton piece goods, 
and this ^cessation of imports must 
have been most keenly felt in the 
southern states. Probably no country 
in the world suffered as much as did 
the United States,. for the scene of 
strife covered practically our field of 
trade. 


"The losses to the cotton trade alone 


I estimate at over 53,000,000. For the 
five months of 1900 before the out- 
break our trade had increased (net) 
?084,216 over that for the five months 
of 1899. For the five months from June 
to October there was a net loss of $2,- 
863,043. 


"The treasury statistics, it should be 


remembered, do not embrace all of our 
trade with China, as Inrge quantities 
of merchandise are sent into China 
from the United States via Japan, 
Hongkong, London, etc." 


Consul Ragsdale says: 
"The export returns give striking evi- 


dences how Tien-tsin and northern Chi- 
na have suffered in consequence of the 
uprising. The enormous discrepancies 
between the figures for the present and 
for last year tell a tale of loss to the 
producer, as well as to the merchant, 
that la .startling. Nor is the outlook 
for the/year 1901 favorable for large 
shipmeifct3.-Xrhe country north of Tien- 
tsin, wl^pfe^^iuprincipal articles of ex- 
port are Dro^iceg, is now overrun with 
ex-Boxen* ao^fc es-soiuiers wao have 
turned bah<Itt»r and it will be exceed- 
ingly ^difficult for' merchants to get 
goods out.of.or info the interior. Out- 
Bide of snJHQtt*^ imported for the ar- 
mies, the s*n«» ratio of loss appears as 
given in tflaQiXport returns. 
The cot- 


ton and weolen industries have suf- 
fered heavily. 


"The supplies furnished the United 


States troops have attracted the notice 
and envy of all other nationalities, in- 
cluding th* merchant as well as the 
soldier, an adrertisement that could 
not 'Well have been procured in any 
other manner."

t The board makes the definite an- 
nouncement today, therefore, that all 
persons over two years old in the city 
who have n'ot been successfully vac- 
cinated at some time, must be vaccin- 
ated at once. 


The law on this question was printed 


in this paper yesterday. It states that 
all parent or guardians of children 
must have them vf^cinated before 
they reach the age of two years. 
A 


penalty of $5 fine for each year of ne- 
glect is provided 


Ee-vaccination for those persons who 


have at some tiue been successfully 
vaccinated, will not be required as yet, 
although in case the need became ur- 
gent, the board would torder this, in 
view of the fact that a certain 
per 


cent of those who have been vaccinated 
can be again successfully 
vaccinated 


after a term of years. 


There has been a good deal of debate 


in the city since the present scare be- 
gan as to the exact results of vaccin- 
ation, as far as immunity fromt small 
pox is concerned. Dr. Putnam, chair- 
man of the board of health, was asked 
in regard to the matter this morning. 
He said that the first or primary vac- 
cinati'on, was in many cases effective 
permanetly. In these cases, vaccina- 
tion would not "take" when tried 
again. But in a certain number of 
cases, re-vaccination 
would "take," 


showing that the person was not per- 
manently protected by the former vac- 
cination. 


The rush on the doctors 
continues 


unabated, and with the present order 
of the board of health is likely to in- 
crease. As the doctors are charging $1 
for each case, under the schedule of 
prices adopted some time ago ,it can 
be readily seen that a large amount is 
being spent b;y the people of the city. 


For those who are unable to afford to 


pay the amount, the city physician will 
do the work. 


In all the factories of the city, as re- 


ported yesterday, the names of those 
who have not been vaccinated are 
being taken, and the employers of the 
city will co-operate with the board of 
health in seeing that the order now 
issued is enforced. 


<;Hv Mail Vaccination Parlors 


Free vaccination for school children 


who are unable to piwvide it for them- 
selves, was again the order of the day 
at city hall this morning. Most of the 
children present today tere from the 
Houghton and State street schools, and 
there were even more than yesterday, 
166 m all, who were vaccinated at the 
rate of about one a minute, as yester- 
day. 


This' is believed to cover all the 


ground wished, as it is thought that 
all the school children "n the city, with 
the exception of the Greylock school, 
have been vaccinated. Special arrange- 
ments will be made for that school. 


There was some misunderstanding in 


Blackinton about the free vaccination 
for those who could not afford it, and 
somp did not understand 
that they 


could send their children to city hall 
to have it done free. There were ,1 num- 
ber fr°m Blackinton yesterday, how- 
ever, in the city hall group. 


Will Enforce !,*«• Hereafter 


At the meeting of the school com- 


mittee last evening the matter of vac- 
cination was brought up, and Superin- 
tendent Hall announced 
that 
here- 


after the law would be strictly en- 
forced, and that next fall, when the 
schools opened, no pupils would be ad- 
mitted who had not been vaccinated. 
As has been pointed out, this law has 
been neglected by the school authori- 
ties, until there were hundreds in the 
schools who had not been vaccinated, 
as shown at this time. 


The lack of enforcement was due to

St. Louis Relatives 
Announce That 


They Will Do This 


James C. Stewart cf St. Louis, Mo., 


Brother of Mrs. Robert L. Fosburg, 
whose daughter, May, was murdered in 
Pittsfleld ,ast August, I nd whose broth- 
er, Robert S. Fosburg, Is accused of the 
crime, said yesteiday that he and his 
brother, Alexander M. Stewart, who 
have been in PHtsiield for the past few 
days, would double the amount of the 
reward offered for the capture of the 
alleged buiglars. The definite announce 
ment regaiding the same 
would be 


made, he said, through one of the banks 
of Pittsfleld in the course of a few days. 


The Stewarts and Mr. Fosburg of- 


fered $1500 reward last August and ac- 
cording to the statement of Mr. Fos- 
burg they are 
willing to give $3000 


to have the burglars captured, and he 
said that po=°ib!y it might be a ptill 
larger amount, as the city offered $1500, 
*the total reward will be at least JCOOO. 
This announcement was made after the 
Stewarts had had a conference with 
Chief of Police Nickeison and Charles 
E. Hibbard, who has been retained as 
Fosburg's attorney. 
These St. Louis 


men of couise do not entertain the the- 
ory of the government and they want 
to keep interest in the case alive and 
establish beyond all doubt the innocence 
of young Fcsburg, which they think 
will be done at the ti lal. Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart sail for Europe today. 


The reward will be for information 


that will lead to the capture of the 
murderers. The Stewarts with Mr. Fos- 
burg signed the paper announcing the 
$1500 reward last August and they were 
the men i\ho sent Judge Seneca M. 
Taylor to Pittseflld last January, follow 
ing the arrest of young Fosburgr. 


License in WiSliamstown 


From the Boston Record: 
"The fact that Williams-town has vot- 


ed for license will not really have any 
effect on the enforcement of prohibition 
in the college town. One of the profes- 
sors was shrewd enough to get the town 
meeting to put the price of a first-class 
license to $2000, which absolutely pre- 
vents the purchase of such a privilege 
by any would-be liquor seller there. It 
is an easier method of reaching $he 
same end, moreover, than was reached 
by President Carter about ten years 
ago, the only other occasion in the 
past quarter of a century when the yes 
votes were in a maionty. On that oc- 
casion President Cra ter quietly bought 
t«e two licenses himself."

To Prevent Waste of Water

large number of instances where water 
was being wasted by being allowed to 
run all the time. It is believed that the 
trouble with water pipes this winter 
will have led many people to allow the 
water in their houses to run constantly 
to prevent the pipes from freezing, and 
that this habit will not be broken off 
when the need for it has passed. The 
water department officials, feel' that 
the possibility of a* water shortage this 
summei can be lessened by such an in- 
spection.

Clarksburg Town Meeting 


Results in Sweeping Vic- 
tory for Qleason Faction 


NO VOTE TAKEN ON LICENSE 


Was Omitted from the Wtrrent. Lar- 


gest Vote in History of Town, 


Nearly Five Tinus as Many 


•Voting as (/id Last Year 


The annual town meeting of Clarks- 


burg was held yesterday, and ended a 
campaign which in many respects w« 
the liveliest the town, has had for 
years. The extent of the interest shown 
may be seeu in the size of the vote 
called out. There were 164 ballots 
cast, while last year there 35. This 
year's vote was within about 20 of the 
total registration. 
This interest was 


chiefly centered in the contest for se- 
lectmen. There were two tickets in 
the lield, one headed by the former 
chairman of the board, K. W. Gleason, 
and the other headed by E. H. Farns- 
•vvorth, a member 01 the- board last 
year. The Gleason ticket was success- 
ful, Gleason getting 99 votes and Farns 
worth 65. The Gleason ticket, with the 
votes cast for each candidate, v. as as 
follows: E. W. Gieason 99, J. A. Mixer 
101, 
A. Bellows 97. The. Farnsworth 


ticket with the votes cast for each can- 
didate, was as follows: E. H. Farns- 
worth 65, C. L. Roberts 62, M. C. Nor- 
cioss 60. 


The moat unusual feature of the 


meeting w\is the fact that there was 
no Vote cast on the license question. 
This was because 
the matter was 


omitted from the warrant, through 
error. There was a good deal of com- 
ment on this, and some thought the 
legality of the entire meeting might 
be questioned, in view of the fact that 
the law requires that there be a vote 
taken in each town on ""the question of 
license. It is possible that a special 
meeting may be called for this purpose, 
although it is not certain. The town 
has practically always gone against li- 
cense, although one year when it went 
in favor, the license fee was fixed at 
so high a figure that no one cared to 
take out a license. 


Last year the vote 'on license was 11 


in favor and 12 against. There was a 
strong license sentiment 
noticeable 


this year, and it was freely said by 
many that had a vote been taken, the 
town would have voted in favor of li- 
cense. 


The fight between the two factions 


in the town began when the meeting 
opened, on the question of choosing a 
moderator, each side having a candi- 
date. When it became evident that 
this would occupy an hour Or so were 
it continued, the Fansworth side with- 
drew its candidate, and Fred Cox the 
Gleason man, was chosen. 


The balloting was done quietly, and 


there was not so much discussion over 
various matters as the deep interest 
taken would have indicated. The con- 
test for clerk and treasurer 
of the 


town resulted n the election of H. S. 
McKay over Walter Chase by the vote 
of 103 to 61. This and the selectmen 
were practically the only contests. 


The total appropriations voted were 


a little over $5900, the amount being 
over $500 more than last year. The tax 
rate was fixed at $23 on the thousand, 
increase of $3 over last year's rate. 
This was fixed on motion of Mr. Bishop 
at the request of Mr. Gleason. There 
was very little discusion on it, although 
there was some complaint heard.
